“To abandon the covenant now 
means that the treaty itself will col- 
lapse,’ was one of his striking utter- 
ances, In all that he said, however, 
he made no reference to the oppo- 
sition in the Senate to the covenant. 
is review of the relationship be- 
tween the League of Nations and 
, world peace was based on the con- 
'viction born of his experience since 
1914 that without the league the 
danger of oppression which existed 
from the autocratic power will 
threaten the new democracies that 
have grown out of the war. 

He emphasized the influence 
which the United States had as- 
sumed in world affairs through 
compelling Europe to believe that 
we were absolutely disinterested 
and pointed out how everybody in 
Europe who was able to read looked 
to the United States as the ultimate 
| guarantor of their new liberties. 

Referring in particular to the 
smaller democracies he said that,

chaos.” 

“There are one or two points in

Sergeant Tells of Falls of 
poner Fire, 


Inquiry into Destruction is 
Startling. 


Gen. Pershing’s Denial is

NEW YORK, July 30.—The sub- 
committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives headed by Royal C. 
Johnson of South Dakota, which 
has been investigating cruelties 
practiced upon prisoners in Amer-* 
ican prison camps abroad, turned 
its attention here today to the de- 
struction of American army prop- 
erty in France under the direction 
of army officers. The first incident 
taken up was the disposition of 100 
airplanes at Colombes-les-Belles. 

The first witness, Paul L. Lock- 
wood of Stamford, Ct., formerly «4 
Heutenant of aviation in the First 
Pursuit Group, testified that upon 
returning to America he met a num- 
ber of his colleagues in Garden City 
who told him the planes had been 
damaged and burned. The engines 
were chopped out, the witness said 
his informers told him, only the 
gas tanks and radiators being 
saved. The planes then were thrown 
into a pile and burned. While the 
fire was in progress armed guards 
patrolled the vicinity to prevent 
photographs being taken, according 
to the witness, who estimated that 
the salvaged parts were worth 
about “15 cents each.”

Alfred T. Rorer, who was a first

GEORGE MICHAEL COHAN. 


Burning Ambition to Write Great Ameir- 
can Play Consumes Him.

NEW YORK, July 25.—-A burning 
ambition is all bwt consuming 
George Michael Cohan, the same 
George M. who, before he was bare- 
ly out of his twenties had achieved 
all the ambitions there were, are 
or ever will be, and thereupon long 
before getting out of his thirties 
achieved some more. Only a few 
days ago he told me of the newest 
yearning now gnawing at his aes- 
thetic innards, wherefore it would 
not be surprising if, during the 
week that has elapsed since he 
spoke of his latest ambition, George 
Michael had arrived at his newest 
£oal and was Some yards onward to- 
ward another one—invented, per- 
haps, only last night. 

For young Mr. Cohan believes more 
ardently in-the value of speed in ar- 
riving at things and then speeding 
up afresh after getting there than 
even his sprightly ancestors did. His 
grandfather, for instance, waited for 
thore than 200 years after the 
Mayflower had marked out a course 
from the British Isles to the Massa- 
chusetts coast before deciding to 
board a ship and sail for many 
weeks over the same route—from 
the ould sod of the Co-Hans to 
a new land that insisted upon call- 
ing him and his progeny “Co'n,” 
whereas if it ever occurs to George 
M. to visit the Irish home of his 
paternal and maternal ancestors he

Long before young Georgie had 
snatched the writing pen from his 
father he had been warbling to his 
parents bits of.songs which, he told 
them, he hid “written and com- 
posed” himself.

One day a pub- 
lisher accepted one of the boy's of- 
ferings and published it while he 
was e#till in «nickerbockers.

So ran the title page staring at the 
astounded parents. In a fortnight 
the stellar glories of Georzie’s shin- 
ing Venus were being sung and 
whistled from Providence, R. IL. to 
points so far West that the _  in- 
habitants believed that Mende!- 
ssohn was a Yiddish comedian. 
Just. about that time Jere Cohan. 
was having some trouble about 
meeting an insurance premium and 
said so in the family circle. Young 
George M. drew a gold mounted 
fountain pen, wrote a check and 
handed it to his father. 

ANOTHER FAMOUS HIT. 

And now not little Josephine 
alone, but Father and Mother Co- 
han had learned to believe in little 
Georgie. Which, so far as the four- 
fourths of the family was concerned, 
made it unanimous. 

“I Guess J'll Have to Telegraph 
My Baby” came from the feverish 
pen of Georgie and followed by the 
far-reaching trail already lighted by 
the shining Venus. And in years he 
was still a child. A “card” began 
to appear in theatrical papers, stat- 
ing that a gentleman of much expe- 
rience in stage craft was quite 
ready for a considération, te write 
or rewrite one-act plays, musical 
skits, anything at all, for brother 
artists -—~ yours truly, “George 
Michael.” And the “George Mich- 
ael” of the advertisement was the 
workshop name of George M. Co- 
han. 

In those blissful daya that knew 
no cabarets, men and women, from 
the smallest of small time vaudeville 
houses up to the glowing splendors 
of the first of the Keith chain, were 
playing and singing night and day— 
sometimes morning, afternoon and 
night as the craze for the new “con- 
tinuous” progressed—the sketches 
and songs written by George 
Michael. Steadily in a new way 
unaccountable Georgie—now  ar- 
rived at the ripe age of 15 or 16 
and much more certain then than 
he is now that Shakespeare's stuff 
was somethin’ flerce, the bunk—was 
finding or inventing time to write 
anything and everything the. Cohan 
Family, now the Four Cohans, was 
performing. 

The whizbang of those perform- 
ances brought vaudeville fame to 
the family,.whereas the writings 
which “George Michael” was sup- 
plying to rival performers, «ii al- 
most as carefully prepared as the 
productions of the Four Cohans 
brought nothing approaching the 
financial returns of the skotches 
written by George M. Cohan for the 
Four Cohans. But the little groups 
of rival players whom Georgie sup- 
plied with material had no kindly 
Jere to speak the lines, no mother- 
ly Helen Frances Costigan Cohan. 
no marvelous dancer like the only 
Josephine and, above all, no George 
M., alias TNT, to put the stuff across 
in a way that was always three 
laughs and a couple of gasps ahead 
of ’em. 

THEY DREAMED OF BROADWAY. 

Yes, they were thinking of Broad- 
way. Georze M. was thinking of al- 
most nothing else. And so Georgie, 
the imperious, slambanged his fam- 
ily into the metropolis.. Managers 
and public looked them over and 
were terrifically unimpressed. One 
morning in a boarding-house room 
in Manhattan some metaphorical 
person came up to the cocksure 
George M. Cohan, raised his rakish 
derby when he wasn't looking, 
cracked him on the skull with a 
baseball bat, replaced the derby over 
the lump and passed on. 

Literally, what happened was 
that the managers said, in the gentle 
way managers have, “Your parents 
are pretty good in their way, but we 
have nothing for them just now. 
Your sister is a wonder—we'll give 


her an engagement in a leading mu- 


sic hall. As for you, kid, you're rot- 
ten.” Georgie Cohan, like that oth- 
er Georgie, who was a scion of the 
Magnificent Ambersons, had got his 
comeuppance, 

Josephine’s salary and young 
Georgie’s winnings from his songs 
and sketches helped out a bit, but 
for the moment the star of the Four 
Cohans was falling-—and all because 
this strong-willed, bad boy of theirs 
was insisting that New York must— 
must—take him andthem. | 
STATEN ISLAND'S BALL GAME. 

One Sunday afternoon he went 
down to a picnic at Staten Island. A 
ball game was arranged between 
song writers and managers. Georgie 
played against an alert, thin-faced 
chap who introduced himself as 
“Sam Harris.” Yes, he admitted, 
he was the Sam Harris who, ‘with a 
brother of Big Tim Sullivan and Al 
Woods, was producing blood and 
thunder melodrama, 

“T need a playwright like you,” 
eald Harris, or words to that effect. 
“T need a manager.” said Georgie. 
‘You're on, Cohan.” ‘You're on, 
Harris.” “Shake.” Never a signa- 
ture was put to a contract-——and nev- 
er has since. And they came back 
from that ball game and.made mil- 
lions. 

Before even the beginnings of the 
first million were in sight, however, 
Georgie had suffered other comeup- 
ances. He had expanded some of the 
old vaudeville material of the Four 
Cohans into lengthy musical Pieces, 
notably “The Governor's Son.” Four- 
teenth street looked on the noise and 
explosion half kindly, which urged 
Georgie to bring the piece uptown. 


Fourteenth street or the vaudeville 
houses, and the heart of Manhattan 
told Georgie to go on his way. On 
the road his first plays were fairly 
successful, that’s all. 

It was after these ex iences that 
the firm of Cohan & ris came 
into being. They borrowed and 
scraped what money they could. One 
day was born “Little Johnny Jones.” 
Again Broadway sneered, whereupon 
Georgie took “Johnny” on the road 
for a few weeks, studying his audi- 
ences and rewriting where his 
“book” told him fo rewrite. And he 
came back to Broadway with “Lit- 
the Johnny Jones” again—-and in- 
stantly the millions began to pile. 


TRIES STRAIGHT COMEDY. 


That was n 1904, or when Georgie 
had become George M. Cohan, aged 


26 years. ‘Forty-five Minutes from 
Broadway,” “George Washington 
Jr..” year after year they followed 


with a success that caused Georgie 
to forget all about the methophori- 
cal banking with the baseball bat he 
had received a few years before. And 
in a moment of forgetfulness he sat 
down and wrote and then produced, 
a “straight” comedy without music 
called, alas, “Popularity.” 


“What was the matter with the 
original dramatization of “A Prince 
There Was” IT asked him last week 
when talking of the play which 
when it was produced a few months 
ago was a failure, but which, after 
being rewritten by George M.—and 
acted by him following the failure of 
‘the previous playwrights and star-—

esses of the current season. 


originally turned out it was the rot- 7 
tenest play ever written in the whole 
world—and that takes in ‘Popular- 
ity,’ “” answered the author of “Popu- 
larity.”’ 


REVAMPED INTO.SUCCESS. 


But the author of “Popularity” 
wasn't disheartened when New York 
and the box office told him back in 
1906 that his first “straight’’ play 
Was as bad as he now knows it was. 
He went back to musical successes 
for two seasons then. One night in 
1908 the firm of Cohan & Harris 
produced a musical piece called “The 
Man Who Owned Broadway” with 

aymond Hitchcock as the come- 
dian. It Was a smashing success. 
Also, it was merely the old failure, 
“Popularity,” garnished with new 
lines, much deletion, songs and mu- 
sic and all the pep and ginger and 


Slambanginess that the mighty 
George could put into it. 

The “Yankee Prince,” another 
huge musical success, followed, 


whereupon George M. started in ‘o 
do something worth while. He'd 
show Broadway he could write a 
“straight” play. Playwrights, at 
least two or three of note, had been 
trying for a long time to made a 
play out of the “Get-Rich-Quick- 
Wallingford” stories, George Michael 
tried his hand. He selected just 
one of the cluster of stories—and 
the result was a “straight” play of 
uproarious quality and a technic so 
splendid that any living writer for 
the stage might well be proud of it. 
And it did not even have George M. 
in the cast to bring it the great 
success it gained. 

On top of it he brought out an- 
other “Broadway Jones,” a comedy 
without musie that again startled 
the highest of browed in the critics’ 
seats painfully to admit that this 
Cohan person really was a techni- 
clan. And then when he had them 
all winging George M. Cohan raised 
the curtain on a farce that had 
more real art in the construction 
of any one of its acts that all the 
rest of the rival plays on Broadway 
put together—‘Seven Keys to Bald- 
pate.” 

What he did with “Popularity” 
years ago he can with even great- 
er effect do today. Witness “The 
Royal Vagabond,” now playing to 
capacity houses steadily in the Cohan 
& Harris Theater. The libretto came: 
to weorge M. some months ago in 
staid operetta form. He knew 
Broadway would not have it that 
way. “He rewrote it. Cohanized it, 
ridiculed old-fashioned operetta and 
its antiquated methods in it. 

He stuck four soldiers into the 
play so that some one always could 
be georgecohaning on the stage. He 
cut out the dreamy duets and quar- 
tettes. He almost cut out all second 
verses of songs, and where he left 
them in he raced droves of chorus 
girls to the footlights to interrupt. 
Slam! Bang! It was made, more 
than made. And a week ago while 
George M. was in his office high 
above the theater, some final box 
office figures came upstairs which 
showed that “The Royal Vagabond” 
during the week had taken in slight- 
ly more than $20,000. 

When all the world of American 
#ong writers was sitting up nights at 
our entry in the great war, each 
turning out reams of war songs 
with the hope that one of them 
would be the “Leong Way to Tipper- 
ary’ of our country, George M. also 


decided to sit. up a night and turn| 


out a song called “Over There.” It 
——but why é@xpand what it did? In- 
cidentally he gave the enormous 
royalties of the song to patriotic or- 
ganizations. 

“Yes, I'm a great little guy,” the 
Georgie Cohan of a few years ago 
would echo facetiously to the Broad- 
way handshakers who stopped him 
to tell him what a great little guy 
he was. But the George M. of to- 
day. turning gray despite his com- 
parative youth, perhaps would not 
even facetiously echo the statement 
today. Two of the Big Four have 
zone, the lovely Josephine and Jere 
—the father whom Georgte alwaye 
kissed squarely on the lips every 
night he walked into his father’s 
dressing-room, even up to the last 
time the elder Cohan entered a 
theater. 

As his actin has grown steadily 
more “composed” so has the one- 
time slambang Georgie. But, as 
‘The Roval Vagabond” attests, when 
it comes to Cohanizing his successes 
he will follow his faith tn the neces- 
sity for ‘‘action, motion, always aca 
tion,” until his book, his public, 


tells him it is time to quit the game., 


And George .M. knpws his book so 
well that it is certain he will close 
his human volume forever at least 


‘two pages this side of the one upon 


which the fateful warning is writ-

BERLIN, July 29 
Although the post-season series of 
“exposes” by Erzberger, Wedal, 
Czernin and other international fig- 
ures still was running full tilt, 
there were some new disclosures 
yesterday that may be of more in- 
terest to many people than the ar- 
guments over which German party 
or statesmen prolonged the war. 

That the war: debate may not be 
settled until brought before a spe- 
cial court, but the testimony of a 
new witness in his own fleld is con- 
vincing beyond doubt. It brands as 
absolutely false in an almost laugh- 
able way the stories of “shrecklich- 
keit” (frightfulness) told by Ger- 
many about its opponents early in 
the war. 

Charges that the French were first 
to use bombing machines against 
peaceful communities are  pro- 
nounced absolutely without founda- 
tion. AHNegations that French doc- 
tors poisoned wells and springs are 
deciared made out of whole cloth, 
And the supposed proof that the 
French and British used dum-dum 
bullets the witness swears never 
would have been considered except 
for the gross ignorance of the offi- 
cer making the accusation. 

This new critic of Germany's war 
policies is known throughout Ger- 
many as H. Binder, the signature 
under wh 
the war he wrote newspaper arti- 
cles as an official War correspond- 
ent attached to great headquarters. 
Binder says he feels he ought to tell 
now what in that capacity he was 
prohibited from revealing. The 
man he charges with responsibility 
for the falsehoods he numerates is 
Maj. Nikolai Mehr, former head of 
the intelligence section of great 
headquarters. 

EXCITES WILLIAM. 


After the fall of Longwy, on Au- 
gust 26, 1914, he relates, the Ger- 
mans had found a large quantity of 
soft-nosed cartridges and several 
lathes for drilling out the tips of 
projectiles. Immediately a formal 
protest was sent out to the world 
protesting against this use of dum- 
dums as a violation of the conven- 
tion of Geneva. Even the Kaiser 
got half-excited and sent hig famous 
protest telegram to President Wil- 


But captured French officers 
laughed. Because of the limited 
area for rifle practice at Longwy 
they said it was dangerous to use 
the regular form of ammunition 
and therefore holes were drilled in 
the noses of the bullets used for 
this purpose to reduce distance of 
travel. Military attaches of neutral 
states then at great headquarters 
said their countries did the same 
and tests showed the extreme range 
of these cartridges was 400 meters. 
But Maj. Nikolai Mehr, having pub- 
lished the dum-dum charges to the 
world, would not give way. 

In search of further evidence he 
ordered all field hospitals to report 
all wounds caused by dum-dums, but 
when the reports charged only 
about two out of 10,000 wounds up 
to this cause he had to look further 
for proof. 

“And one day he thought he 
found it,’’ Binder said. “He brought 
a stack of English rifles to head- 
quarters and showed them to the 
correspondents and military at- 
taches whom he had called into 
conference. He said he had proof 
that removed all doubt and point- 
ed triumphantly to the English 
weapon. 
the words the English use dum- 
dums. Here on this rifle is a clip- 
Ping device for making dum-duma.”

Revenue Report Shows Great 
Boom in Soda Pop. 


July Taxes on Soft Drinks 
Eclipse All Records, 


War will Soon be Paid for, 
Opine the Jerkers. — 


The ice cream soda and its 
kindred drinks have stepped into 
the breach created by the demise of 
the late lamented John Barleycorn 
and in less than a month have prov- 
en themselves more popular than 
poor olf John ever was. This fact 
came to light yesterday in -the 
monthly report of Internal. Revenue 
Collector Carter, which showed that 
in this district the revenue collec- 
tions on soft drinks for the month 
of July were seven times greater 
than the tota] collections of May and 
June. 

During the two morths of May 
and June the revenne collections 
amounted to $13,552.90. When a 
count was made of the pennies, bet- 
ter known as “war tax” and which 
are so carelessly tossed into the little 


baskets alongside the cash registers 
of the soft drink parlors, they to- 
taled $94,366.74. | 

This astounding increase, local 
confectioners sfated yesterday, is 
due to & month of prohibition, which 
was born on July 1. It h&s proven 
that there is more room within the 
gastronomical regions of man, wom- 
an and child for a drink without a 
kick. The beverage with the wallop 
was appetizing. true enough, but 
there was a limit to human endur- 
ance, whereas, the kickless drink— 
the ice cream soda, “coke,” phos- 
phate, frappe and banana split—al- 
ways leaves room for just one more 
without disturbing the mental equi- 
librium of the consumer. 

The crowded condition of the 
downtown soft drink parlors and 
corner drugstores also testifies that 
drinks of the pop-gun caliber are 
increasing more in popularity each 
day. The marble counters are al-. 
ways crowded and standing room is 
scarcely available. A thirsty per- 
son will wait for half an hour to be 
served by the dapper soda clerk 
without whimpering. Then he 
apologizes to the clerk for display- 
ing any nervousness. 

In the bars of the country clubs 
surrounding Angeles the calam- 
ity howler who vociferously pre- 
dicted that the clubs would. have 
to close their doors if prohibition | 
set in, is missing. In these very 
clubhouses where good fellows cele- 
brated nightly over the club bar, 
the customers stand four deep at 
the bar today, only too eager to 
dampen their throats with a grape 
juice or lover's delight. And _ the 
prominent booze hound whose hobby

That the power ptfrchase prop-+ 
osition stands a chance of being de- 
feated as a result of the present re- 
(count, Was the statement, yester- 
day of Edgar G: Pratt, attorney for 
Mrs. Mary Rideout, who instituted 
j}the action that resulted in the re- 
‘count before Judge Hewitt. A num- 
ber of power. purchase ballots in 
(the six precincts that have already 
‘been retabulated, are missing, it 

was stated. . 

* Tt is the contention of Mrs. Ride- 
out, who, as a taxpayer, is opposed 
to the Lond and power purchase 
proposition, that the municipal elec- 
tion overshadowed all other issues 
in the recent muniéipal campaign, 
and that because of this fact the 
will of the people has not been 
shown in the vote cast. The biank 
ballots show that approximately 
one-tenth of the total vote was 
cast, which proves, according to 
Mrs. Rideout, the indifference of @ 
large number of voters, who, in cast- 
ing their ballots, overlooked the 
$13,500,000 power proposition, 

W. B. Mathews, special counsel 
for the city, for the Board of Pub- 
lic Service Commissioners, and Dep- 
uty City Attorney Eberhardt are 
representing the city in the recount, 
with Attorney Pratt’on the opposi- 
tion. There is a large force of 
clerks kept busy on the tabulation, 
and it will be several days before 
the final result can be announced. 
It was stated yesterday that in every 
precinct thus far completed, the 
power purchase bond proposition 
shows a decided loss. 

“There is no question in my mind 
but what the power purchase prop- 
osition stands a chance of being 
defeated in this recount,” said At- 
torney Pratt, yesterday. “The re- 
sult thus far shows conclusively 
that there are glaring errors, not 
only on the part of the election off- 
cilals in certain precincts, but also 
on the part of the voters. The 
fact that a separate ballot had to 
be placed in the ballot box, tn ad- 
dition to the regular baliot for 
the municipa] election, was confus- 
ing.

RUSH STREET WORK. 


LIFTING OF WAR BAN CAUSES 
REQUEST FOR ADDITIONS. 
TO HANSEN’S STAFF. 


Membets of the Board of Public 
Works will this morning send to the 
Council, with its approval, a reques* 
from the City Engineer, asking that 
he be given authority to employ. for 
@ period of four months, eighteen 
more civil engineers. to properly 
nandle the great volume of public 
improvement work that has been 
started since the war ban was re- 
moved. 

City Engineer Hansen declares 
that this addition to his force i<« 
necessary that the department may 
expedite the preparation of plans 
for stréet improvements and sewers. 
In his communication to the Board 
of Public Works, which will be 
transmitted to the Council today, 
he says: 

At present there are on hand 
ninety-four orders for street im- 
provements. Of these, sixty-five 
have been received since June 1. 
Twenty ordinances of intention for 
improvement of streets have been 
presented sigce June 1 and thirty- 
three improvement plans are wel! 
along, over half of these being al- 
most complete. 

In addition, there are on hand 
eighty-seven orders for sewer work. 
Many of these districts are urgently 
needed. This is especiajly true of 
four large districts between Florence 
and Manchester, and two large dis- 
tricts between Slauson and ([flor- 
ence. Some of these districts wil! 
be urgently needed for industria! 
development work.

Measures, Fuller, yesterday, filed with 
Mayor Snyder a etatement of his 
recent work im checking up alleged 
short weights in deliveries of ice 
to consumers, and giving facts re- 
garding recent prosecutions, eto.

HICAGO’S RACE RIOTS. 23 

i) not a revolt, much less a 

revolution, though the three R's are some- 

times progressively related. Revolts must 

be engineered and revolutions scientifically 
organized. 

In the disgraceful race riots that have 
for three days disrupted the civic life of 
Chicago there was nothing prearranged or 
premeditated. They were sporadic, local 
and spontaneous in their occurrence. 

A rock, hurled with unintentional! accu- 
racy at a colored citizen on a raft that had 
drifted into waters where white people were 
bathing, caused the death of the unfortu- 
nate negro. Immediately the “bad-man” 
instincts were aroused among both the 
white and black trash of the Chicago ten- 
derloin. A mob of colored fanatics, acting 
under the lex talionis of the primitive sav- 
age, killed a Caucasian as a vicarious re- 
venge. The cqw had kicked over the lamp 
and part of the city was on fire. The flames 
spread from the South side to the North 
Side of Chicago. . 

That the riots have increased to a dan- 
gerous extent is admitted. A condition of 


‘| lawlessness wherein thirty citizens have 
Was thought that the Big Five was’ 


already been killed and over two hundred 
seriously injured, wherein street traffic has 
been disorganized, where white and black 
marauders are lurking with hate and mur- 
der in their hearts and sniping is being 
carried on from windows and roofs is a 
state of affairs that no American city—not 
even Chicago—will permit to continue for 
any length of time. 

Now that Gov. Lowden has intervened 
with all the forces at his disposal we may 
be assured that the storm will be effectual- 
ly quelied and before long peace restored 
to the turbulent city of Chicago. Although 
large bodies of men are involved, the defi- 
ance of the authorities has been confined 
to the elements that, through ignorance and 
unenlightenment, are always ready to let 
their unruly passions run wild. 

It is noticeable that the better classes 
among the negroes, no less than among the 
whites, are working together for the cause 
of law and order. A truckload of colored 
soldiers, true to their army traditions, has 
threaded the colored districts urging the 
people to keep the peace and avoid further 
provocation. Educated negroes in Chicago 
have denounced the appeal to race preju- 
dice. What we call a “race riot” there is 
in reality an outbreak of the lower in- 
stincts of human nature that have seized 
upon the race question as an excuse for 
violating the decrees of God and man. 

It is the same instinct that produced the 
bad men of the West in pioneer days, the 
saloon brawler in later years, the moun- 
tain vendetta among the clans of South 
Carolina, the Belgian atrocities by brutal- 


ized fragments of the German armies. In 


Chicago, through the lighting of some in- 
flammable tinder, men and women, colored 
and white alike, who are nearer to the 
brute than to the angel, have reverted to 
the original type under the infection of 
the mob spirit and so have found occasion 
to give rein to lusts and passions which in 


ordinary times are repressed ty the opera- 


tion of civilized society. 

Racial animosities are at the bottom of 
half the world troubles of today. And while 
buman nature ig human nature they. will 
remain as danger points to the peace of the 
world. But racial animosities are chiefly a 


| peril because they afford a chance for the 


agitator and the naturally lawless to kin- 


dle through them a fire that may endanger 


the safety of the commonwealth. 

States can legislate away the saloon and 
the brothel and the gambling den through 
which the worst side of human nature has 
been wont to find a vent, but they cannot 
legislate away the human rature itself that 
first trought these evils into being. And 
the degenerates denied one vent will start 
to seek another. The betterment of human 
nature itself is the only panacea for the 
world evils. Till thig has been accom- 
plished the nation will stili suffer from 
such sporadic outbreaks as the Chicago 
race riots.

ately in front of him must be kept clear 


of bathers.” says rule No. 1. This brought 
the greatest shock to the mermen. 
“Lifeguards must spend part of their 
time out tn the lifehboat”—rule No. 2. No 
wonder the lifeguards threatened a strike. 
But, lo—there is joy among the ordinary, 
less pulchritudinous males along the strand. 
They want a “free and unobstructed view” 
of the Lone Beach “scenery”’——the fair bath- 
ers. The mere thought that the finest of 
the one-pieced forms on the shore will no 
longer be gathered in hunery half-circies 
facing the bronzed kings of the surf brings 
thrills of keen delight to those in unlet- 
tered men's bathing suits.

IN THE LIMELIGHT. 
A ser of articles in e Times by 


Alma Whitaker, discoursing upon political, 


industrial, trade and economic conditions in. 


Australia, have aroused widespread, albeit 


highly indignant, interest in that far coun- | 


try. Criticisms of the critic are rampant. 
Whole pages have been devoted to the sub- 
ject in the Sydney newspapers, with con- 
tributions from all shades of opinion. But 


we observe that most of the rebuttals take 


the form of mere abuse cf the writer, or 
retaliatory criticism of Los Angeles in gen- 
eral and The Times in particular. That, of 
course, is not argument. And there are 
several, presumably traveled, writers in 
Australia to indorse most of the points 
Mrs. Whitaker made. Fred Davidson, writ- 
ing in the forceful Smith’s Weekly of Syd- 
ney, takes her “thirteen points under the 
microscope” and. devotes four columns to 
justifying her points, paragraph by para- 
graph. To quote his first lines: 

“A Sydney journal reprints one of Alma 
Whitaker's articles and heads it ‘Attack on 
Australia — Misleading Americans.’ Now 
that article does not ‘attack,’ neither does 
it ‘mislead.’ It just states what the lady 
has seen—and she has seen it all. The fact 
is we Australians don't like the way some 
of our doings read in cold print—and we do 
like taffy. Alma did not give us any taffy.” 

There is a large young continent in which 
labor-unionism is practically supreme. Very 
well, then, what has it achieved? We want 
to know. ‘Is Australia the workingman’'s 
paradise? Do immigrants flock to her 
shores? Is she a model of progress and 
prosperity? Does the proletariat enjoy 
greater advantages where labor-unionism is 
in the saddle? Are there no poor in Aus- 
tralia? Is the cost of iiving cheaper? Is 
life more graceful and the standard of liv- 
ing better for the multitude? 

And the answer to all of these questions 
is emphatically in the negative. - 

Australia hag gone in strong for public 
ownership. Private enterprise has been 
consistently discouraged. One-tenth of the 
population is employed by the government. 


And the result? Her railways, street cars, 


telephones, etc., are probably the worst ex- 
tant as to equipment and service. The 
states all have different gauge railroads: 
travel is complicated, slow and expensive. 


The street cars are old-fashioned, ill-kept, 


fares higher than in the United States. 
The telephones are those of the original 
model, about twenty years out of date. 
Moreover, Australia has vast territory that 
has never been opened up at all, some of it 
not even explored. With an area larger 
than the United States it has achieved an 
inclusive population of but five and a half 
millions. The United States has gained a 
population of 110,000,000 in the same pe- 
riod, and private enterprise has developed 
the entire country with railways and taken 
care of the lot 

And what about her home industries?’ 
They are so meager that she imports almost 
every kind of manufactured article. Why? 
Because private capital has been overtaxed, 
harried and discouraged because strikes, in 
spite of the compulsory arbitration court, 
are an almost daily entertainment and be- 
cause taxation effectually does the rest. 
Such industries as there are are mostly 
subsidized by the government and submit 
entirely to government control. And, even 
so, the tin-plate industry, the wool-top in- 
dustry and shipbuilding closed down in de- 
spair last spring. The shipbuilding indus- 
try had given great promise. Yet in March 
the go-slow policy was introduced with such 
fatal results by labor unionism that a tem- 


porary debacle ensued. Yet of all countries | 


in the world Anstralia is most dependent 
on shipping for her life. 


Australia’s policy is “let the government 


do it.” The government can put over any 
hare-brained experiment on borrowed capi- 


ignominiously. Australia’s public debt 

nearly thrice that of the United States— 
in spite of our enormons war debts. Aus- 
tralian paper money is almost valueless out- 


tal and one after the other they have tet 
i 


side of that country. 


Moreover, the cost of living and rents are 
just as dizzy as in the United States. Nat- 
urally, since most commodities are import- 
ed. Yet wages in this misnamed “workine- 
man’s paradise” are. considerably below 
those of the American workingman. Twenty 
or twenty-five dollars a week is high pay 
there, the average being about $19.50 for all 
trades. Even a benevolent government. 
with unlimited borrowing powers and con- 
sequent taxing powers, can't work miracles. 
Hence the government always has strikes 
on its hands. is always being abused. the 
pathetic victim of great expectations and 
meager results.

FURL SERVICE FLAGS 
FOR NOME WAR DOGS. 


ALASKA’S CANINE VETERANS 
SOON TO RETURN FROM 
WESTERN FRONT.

NOME (Alaska) July 1.— 
Battle flags of the world hav- 
ing been .#tirled, Nome’s canine 
war veterans—Alaska dogs sent from 
here to the western front—are soon 
to be demobilized, according to word 
received from-.the Blue Cross 5So- 
ciety, which is known as the 
“animal Red Cross.” Some of the 
dogs may be sent back to Nome. 

No service flags hang in Nome for 
these Malamutes, Siberian dogs and 
huskies and it is generally under- 
stood that all of Nome will not wel- 
come all of the dogs back. Nome 
has enough dogs now, it is believed. 

Some of the dogs formerly owned 
by “Scotty” Allen, noted driver’ of 


fast dog teams, will be given a wel- 
come. Allen made a specialty of 
raising fast dogs for the races here 
each spring. 

A large number of dogs were tak- 
en to France during the second 
year of the war by Lieut. Rene 
Hass. They were sold to the 
French government at about $75 
apiece. When the dogs reached 
France some of them did the work 
required of them and some of them 
didn't. One report came back 
that Alaska dogs were not suited 
for the work. 7 

Some of the Alaska dogs were 
used in the Alps hauling sleds over 
the winter snows. Others were used 
in various lines of work along the 
battle fronts. j 

Approximately 10,000 dogs were 
used by the Allies on the western 
front during the war. Many >of 
them were loaned to the French 
government and are to be returned 
to thgir owners. 


ST. JOHN’S DAY LOSES

The holi- 
day occurs on June 24 and was early 
written into the customs of the 
Mexicans as a day for a bath and 
for a feast celebrating the nativity 
of St. John the Baptist.

The 
bath-houses which in former years 
did capacity business from early 
dawn until noon were not busy. The 
holiday spirit was lacking. In the 
Zocalo, the principal place of the 
city, where on holiday booths are 
erected for the sale of food, drinks 


and trinkets, only a thin line of 
stalls marked the line for prom- 
enaders. The decadence of the

Following the issuing of a felony 
complaint, yesterday, by Justice

BEES IN TEXAS ARE 
WORKING OVERTIME. 


HONEY CROP OF STATE TO BF 
GREATLY IN EXCESS OF 
THAT LAST YEAR. 


(SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE. | 

AUSTIN (Tex.) July. 27.-—It is es- 
timated by the Texas Huney Pro- 
ducers’ Association that the total 
honey crop of this State this year 
will be approximately 19,000,00% 
pounds, as compared with an aver- 
age yield of 14,000,000 pounds. 

One of the principal features of 
the crop this year has been the 
large exports. The shipment of 
sugar to points overseas has been 


curtailed in an effort to relieve con- 
gestion at the refineries and lessen 
the likelihood of a shortage in the 
United States, and as a result of this 
irestriction, the foreign demand for 
honey has doubled severe! times. 

From July 1 to 15, the figures of 
the United States Bureau of Ex- 
ports show that 100 barrels and 369 
cases of honey were shipped to Pnrg- 
land from this country, 1000 cases 
to Sweden, 190 barrels to italy, 100 
cases to Norway and 50 cases to 
France. Similar records were 
maintained throughout the spring. 
the shipment points including 
China, Belgium, Switzerland, New- 
foundiand, the Netherlands, and 
Japan. 

As the result of the ban on sugar, 
orders for immense amounts of 
honey for foreign countries have 
been received in advance. An or- 
der for 600,000 barrels has come 
from the United Kingdom and is 
now awaiting the preparation of 
that amount for shipment. 

The demand for honey in the 
United States is not as treat now 
as during the prosecution of the 
war and the period just after th: 
armistice. Wheh sugar was under 
rigid restriction, honey was exten- 
Sively used in the manufacture of 
beverages, ice cream and other arti- 
cles requiring large amounts of sac- 
charine. With the lessening of 
sugar restrictions, however, the de- 
mand has decreased. 


DEMOCRATIC PRINCE 
PLEASES WELSH FOLKS.

LONDON, June 20.—Two airplane 
manufacturers have offered to give 
an airplane to J. L. Cope, leader of 
the British Imperial Antarctic Ex- 
pedition, for a flight to the South 
Pole. It is declared to be Mr. Cope’s 
intention to carry an airplane on 
board the exploring steamer Terra, 
Nova on which the expedition is to 
proceed until the vessel becomes 
fast from the fice. 

Mr. Cope ts planning to be absent 
about six years. 

Among the officers he has selected 
to accompany him are several who 
participated in previous expeditions. 
Prof, R. C. Mossman, who had been 
appointed chief of the sctentific 
staff, was meteorglogist to the Scot- 
tish Antarctic Expedition. 
Larkman, Chief Engineer with the 
Shackleton Expedition, will go with 
Mr. Cope in the same capacity. and 
Lieut. H. R. Hooke, of the Royal Air 
Foree, who also was with the 
Shackleton expedition, has been ap- 
pointed chief of the wireless staff. 

Capt. Hurley, official photograph- 
er to the Australian forces tn the 
war and who accompanied the Maw- 
son expedition as photographer, will 
as photographer. 

Lieut. E. Healy, late of the Dublin 
Tustiiers, has been appointed a 
member of ‘the shore party which 
will leave the Terra Nora when the 
vessel becomes fast in the ice. and 
will explore the district to the south 
of the great ice barrier.

“As regards Belgium they make 
no definite declaration regarding 
their intention, nor do they say 
whether they intend to restore Bel- 
gium her full independence and 
make good the damage which she 
suffered. 

“Your Eminence doubtless knows 
the declarations made by the Al- 
Hes in reply to President Wilson's 
note. Neither Austria nor Germany 
ever made such a deciaration. Any 
attempt to bring the belligerents to 
an agreement seems vain so long 
as we do not know the points where 
their opinions differ.” 

Premier Bauer followed Dr. 
Mueller. He attacked the conserva- 
tives and declared that the former 
Emperor would certainly be brought 
to trial and proved guilty of many 
things. 

“The re-introduction of a mon- 
archy in Germany is impossible,” he 
said. “I will read you two declara- 
tions, one from Chancellor Michaelis 
to Von Hindenburg. dated Septem- 
ber 12, 1917. and the other, dated 
Beptember 15, 1917, containing Von 
Hindenbure’s reply and accompanied 
by a memorandum from Von Luden- 
dorf. You will then understand 
why no decisive reply could be giv- 
en regarding the reinstatement of 
Belgium.” 

MICHAELIS’S PEACE BASIS. 

Dr. Bauer then read the Michaelis 
note as follows: 

“In accordance with the wishes 
of the high command I drew up the 
following basis for peace negotia- 
tions, for the protection of our com- 
merce. We demand the city of 
Liege and adjacent territory. Bel- 
gium must be intimately and eco- 


nomically united with Germany. 
When Belgtum has fufilled all our 
demands for security of economic 
connection, which will take severa] 
years after the first peace negotia- 
tions, we consider that military 
measures can then be abolished. 
Consequently we only ask to hold 
Liege provisionally as a factor of 
security.” 

Von Hindenburg replied as fol- 


ws: 
“I don’t conceal that the navy 
and patriotic circles will feel it a 
hard biow if we give up the Filan- 
ders coast—a delusion which can 
only be alleviated if compensations 
are also known by the navy to be 
fulfilled. Economic conftiection with 
Belgium cannot be realized with- 
out pressure on Belgium, even aft- 
er peace is declared, and fcr that 
purpose several years wil! be nec- 
essary, which, for military reasons, 
‘is possible only when England and 
America desert France. — 

“If we are in possession of Liege 
and unlimited master of the situa- 
tion; we can take the measures nec- 
essary. I therefore do not believe 
that we shouly give up Liege. 

“The hardshi! which will be en- 
dured by our neighbors are the in- 
evitable result of the war under 
present conditions. There can be 
no talk of indemnities: neither can 
we indicate our intentions to for- 
eign eountries.” 

Ludendorff's memorandum says: 

“We must keep the district firm 
in our hands. Possession of the 
Meuse line only is insufficient. We 
must drive the British and French 
armies estill further back. It is 
only through this that Belgium can 
become economically and intimately 
connected with use and this could 
not be effected without strong mili- 
tary pressure. Without a lengthy 
occupation and the possession of 
Liege. the neutrality of Belgium 
is . phantom not to be reckoned 
with.” 

Having made public these state- 
ments, the Premier continued: 

“At the same time the so-called 
fatherland party was formed which 
supported the demands of the high 
command. It was the members of 
this party who supported the an- 
nexationists and drove the German 
people into destruction.” 

The mier was interrupted by 
many of the members who, leaping 
te their feet, shouted: “Murderérs!"

They desired to 
bestow the rank of lieutenant-gen- 
eral. 
Reduction in rank or dicharge of 
more than 1100 officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps was announced today by 
Maj.-Gen. Barnett as a part of the 
programme of reducing the corps 
from its war-time strength of about 
75,000 officers and men to a perma- 
nent strength of 25,000. 

A total of 659 officers were dis- 
charged while the remainder were 
returned to their pre-war ranks.

County Counsel Hill, City Attorney 
Burnell, who was special counsel 
for the flood control district, and 
other city and county officials, 
Members of the Board of Super- 
visors fully explained the situation, 
stating that while the government 
made an appropriation for the silt- 


diversion work, it was found, when 


the bids were opened, that there is 
a technical error in the lowest offer 
which may cause its rejection, and 
that the second best offer will cause 
a deficit of $400,000; that the rep- 
resentatives of the government want 
the Board of Su to becomes 
responsible for this deficit, but that 
as the county has provided for the 
_— of way and the government 
has agreed to do the work under 
these conditions, an additional gov- 
ernment appropriation would ap- 
pear to be the only proper action. 

After thorough discussion, it was 
determined that County Counsel 
Hill and City Attorney Burne)! 
should prepare a statement of facts 
to be presented to Congress, with 
the plea that an additional $400,- 
000 be appropriated for the work. 

Supervisor Cogswell introduced 
the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

“Resolved by the Board of Super- 
visors of the Los Angeles county 
flood controi district and the City 
Council of the city of Los Angeles, 
sitting in joint session, that so much 
of the work of constructing silt di-
